These three volumes contain the collection of Drawings and Sketches in water 
colour made by the Hon’ble Emily Eden during her stay at Government House, 
Calcutta, and on the annual tours of her brother, Lord Auckland, whom she accom¬ 
panied during his Governor-Generalship in 1835-42. It was from there volumes that 
the plates illustrating her well known work (the preceding item) were selected. 

The gifted artist had a most facile brush and has perpetuated many portraits, 
scenes and views of historical importance. It can be understood that in 1844, owing 
to the great expense of reproducing drawings in colour, only a small selection of these 
drawings was published, but there is no such reason at the present time why the whole 
of there beautiful drawings should not be published. 

These volumes attest in a remarkable way not only to the ability of the artist but 
also to her devotion to her art, for very few ladies can after a residence in India (even 
with the modern facilities for travel and the improvements of life in India) shew such a 
record of real work.

When the title-page of this Gallery was engraved, about 1665, 
the plates had probably been in coarse of production for fifteen years 
or more. They are by Jan Lutma, Visscher, Theodor Matham, Van 
Daalen, Vermenlen, and Falck; and are magnificent specimens of 
engraving, especially in these brilliant unlettered engravers* proofs. 
Some of the plates are etched by a peculiar process, called “au 
maillett *’ by its inventor, Jan Lutma. This is an unmatched and 
nnmatchable copy, which passed through Mariette’s hands in 1678, one 
of tho plates bearing his name and that date on the back, while the 
inscriptions to all the plates, as well as the MS. list pf plates, are in 
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his handwriting. Altogether there are 41 plates, thus composed:— 
Of Nos. 3, 6, 30 there are doable impressions, one before all lettering, 
and one after the artists’ names. The other 38 seem to compose the 
complete set of the Reynst Cabinet, a matter unknown to Brunet and 
other writers, who only specify 33 plates. The 38 are enumerated by 
Marietta as 1-25, 25*, 26, 26*, 27-36. Three plates near the end— 
31, 32, 36—are avec la lettre—that is, they bear the artists* names. 

The Reynst Cabinet, collected by Gerard Reynst, of Amsterdam, 
partly in England, partly on the Continent, contained some of the 
rarest and best pictures of the Old Masters.
